FTER Mr. William H. Gransden, a 
Belfast stockbroker, trading as 
McGiffin and Storey, Donegall place, 

Belfast, appeared in the nkruptcy urt, 

Belfast, to-day for the public examination of 

witnesses, Mr. Justice Brown ordered that the 
apers in the case be sent to the Attorney- 
eneral for Northern Ireland. 

At a vious hearing it was stated that 
the petitioning creditor was a firm of Glasgow 
dockbteltacs--hkenes. Robert Easton and Co., 
West Nile street, Glasgow—to whom Gransden 
was indebted in £4,963. The total liabilities 
were stated to be £105,000, with £20,902 
secured, £84,542 unsecured, and assets 
£9,900. 

The. bankrupt admitted, in evidence, that 
during the crisis in his financial affairs he 
sold shares belonging to a client, and the 
proceeds were lodged in his own account. He 
acted, he said, in the belief that he had full 
authority to sell the shares during a market 
crisis. The owner of the shares denied that 
he had given any general or particular instruc- 
tions to sell these shares. 

Mr. J. D. Condy, LL.B. (instructed by 
Messrs. Garson, Bailie and Thom), for the 
petitioning creditor, said that the bankrupt 
had not yet filed his statement of affairs and 
they did not feel that there should be an 
examination at this stage. 


QUESTIONS 


Mr. E. 8. Warnock, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. J. C. oS aa and Co.), representing 
a creditor, Mr. W, J. Megaw, said that he 
wished to ask Mr, Gransden several ques- 
tions. 

Mr. Gransden was then sworn, and, reply- 
ing to Mr. Warnock, said that he was the 
sole partner in the stockbroking firm of 
McGiffin and- Stoney. Mr. W. J. Megaw 
was a client of his firm, and he bought on 
his behalf in November, 1935, 50 Brazilian 
Traction shares, 25 Montgomery Ward, 25 
Electric Auto Light, 100 Mexican Eagles, and 
90 Swedish Match “B.” These were bearer 
shares, He sold some of these shares. He 
had a general instruction from Mr. Megaw 
to sell these shares, or do what he thought 
best. in a crisis. When a crisis arose in his 
affairs he sold the shares and was unable to 
get them back again. 

The Judge—What happened to the pro- 
ceeds of these sales?—The proceeds were 
lodged to my account, 

itness added that he got the general in- 
struction from Mr. Megaw to sell shares 
about two years ago. 

Mr. J, D, Chambers (instructed by Messrs, 
George Mclidowie and Sons), for the bank- 
rupt, said that Mr. Hugh Boyd had conducted 
a search and found forty-six Swedish Match 
“B shares. It was for his lordship to say 
what was to be done with them. Were the 
to be handed forthwith to Mr. Warnock’s 
client ? 

Mr. Warnock said that there was no 
suggestion that Mr. Megaw owed the bank- 
rupt any money. . 

Mr. Justice Brown—They are the property 
of Mr, Megaw. Hand them over to him. 


SHARES PURCHASED 

Mr, W. J. Megaw was next examined by 
Mr. Warnock, and said that he was a client 
of Messrs.. MeGiffin and Storey. Proceeding, 
he gave particulars of the shares he had 

urehased through the firm as set out in the 

ankrupt’s evidence. 

Did you ever at any time give Mr. Grans- 
den particular authority to sell these shares? 
—Never. 

Mr. Chambers—Messrs. McGiffin and Storey 
acted for you for a number of years ?—Yes.

YEATS

ECTURING on the subject of poetry, at 
& the Royal Dublin Society’s premises, 
Ballsbridge, yesterday, Mr. John Drink- 
water, the eminent t and dramatist, said 
that it seemed almost an impertinence for him, 
an Englishman, te stand up there and talk 
to them of poetry, but he did so with a pro- 
found sense of how much of modern English 
poetry owed its inspiration to the City of 
Dublin, and chiefly to W. B. Yeats. He re- 
membered, as a young man in Birmingham, 
how the raha Theatre was the Mecca 
towards which they all turned their thoughts, 
and how, as a young poet, he looked upon 
Yeats as the master of all poets. It had been 
his privilege on many occasions since then 
to have talked with W. B. Yeats about 
oy , and he knew that the F pout of Yeats 
ad n the inspiration of every young 
tg He was able also to count James 
tephens amongst his friends. 
_ Mr. Drinkwater prefaced his talk by recit- 
ing some of his early poems, including 
“ Birthright,”’ “ Immortality,’’ " ipro- 
city” and “ Cotswold Love,” and said that 
he wondered whether it was the poet’s job 
at all to talk about his work, There seemed

the justification, however, for it, in that he 
thought it was the experience of every crea- 
tive artist that the creative moods were in- 
termittent, They were never constant, and 
in the periods between these moods the artist 
must inevitably consider the nature of “the 
art he EA AN and try to form philosophic 
abstractions in his own mind. By arriving at 
some philosophic understand'~g of the art he 
practised he must come back to his creative 
work with added zest. If that were true of 
artists themselves it was equally true of 
people who, though not artists themselves, 
derived pleasure from art. None of them 
knew how deeply their lives were daily 
influenced by the operations of the artists. 
Most people were -consciously and gratefully 
aware of their debt to the artist, though 
many people did not go beyond saying that 
they liked poetry and got enjoyment from it. 


THE ARTIST’S MIND 


The mind of every person in the world was 
engaged in receiving impressions from con- 
tact with other people and happenings, and 
the sanest and beak mind was the mind 
which had most completely mastered the vast 
diversity of impressions it had itself 
experienced. He thought that the inability 
of the mind to master and understand its 
own experiences was a cause of lunacy. Ihe 
artist was the person who happened to have 
more than commonly . this honour. of 
understanding his experiences; it was at 0:.¢ 
his glory and his tragedy—tragedy in that 
he was not always able to put into this 
creative work the mastery of his experiences. 

They had examples in the work of poets of 
how they reacted to the impressions they 
received from nature. Jn these countries 
writers were greatly influenced, by climate, 
with its many variations, and he cited, ‘as 
the perfect example of autumn landscape, 
the line from Shakespeare s Sonnet: ‘* Bare 
ruin’d choirs, where late the sweet birds 
sang.” A point he mentioned in this con- 
nection was that the poet does not of 
necessity write immediately of impressions 
made on his mind’s eye, and he gave as a 
case in point that at the age of ten, when on 
a holiday in Oxford, he once crept up to the 
loft in the house and saw apples in the moon- 
light. Yet it was some thirty years later 
that he wrote his poem, ‘‘ Moonlit Apples,”’ 
recalling that picture of boyhood. a

THE BASQUE PROBLEM 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—The lecture of Father Ramon Laborda 
in*the Gaiety Theatre last Sunday calls for 
some comment. It is in effect an appeal to 
Catholic Ireland to revise the verdict it has 
given—instinctively and nearly unanimously— 
in favour of that side of the Spanish civil 
war which had all the appearance of standing 
for religion (among other things) against the 
anti-God campaign of Moscow. Every 
prima facie argument tells for this con- 
clusion. Let me briefly indicate them :— 

(1) The. Church im Spain, if we except 
such Basque nationalist priests as Father 
Laborda and his companions, has declared 
emphatically that this is so, The Cardinal 
Primate .of Spain, in his recent Pastoral, 
writes: ‘‘ This sanguinary war is at bottom 
a clash of principles, of doctrines, of a con- 
cept of life and of one somal order against 
another. In brief, it is a clash between two 
totally opposed civilisations, It is a war 
which the Christian soul of Spain has under- 
taken against that other soul or spirit—if 
such it can be called-—which would lay 
Marxist materialism as the foundation of all 
human activity. On one side are ranged men, 
who, in varying degrees, represent wholly or 
in part the old tradition of Christian Spain; 
on the other side is an ill-assorted conglomera- 
tion of types. whose object is, even more 
than the conquest. of the enemy, the destruc- 
tion of all the monuments of our civilisation.’’ 
Father Laborda must pardon us if we think 
His Eminence as balanced in judgment and 
sincere in utterance as himself. Moreover, 
he speaks for the Church of Spain, that is, 
for ten or fifteen million Catholics, while 
Father Laborda speaks, at most, for a sub- 
section of that Church. which hardly numbers 
half-a-million believers. He does not even 
speak for the Basques of Navarre, who are 
fighting -in the armies of General Franco. 
He speaks against his own bishop, who has 
publicly and solemnly denounced such Basques 
as have allied themselves with the enemies 
af God in Spain. We have been told that 
this declaration was signed at the point of 
the pistol by the Bishop of Vitoria. Now, 
this is a very per reflection on the bishop, 
If it is true, then we are forced to the con- 
clusion that his lordship is the one prominent 
Churchman in Spain who has shown physical 
and moral cowardice. Rather than believe 


so dreadful a reflection upon a Spanish hishop 


I prefer to think that there is a mistake 
somewhere. 
_ (2) From the outbreak of hostilities a strik- 
ing contrast is seen between the conduct of 
the parties in conflict. The friends and allies 
of Father Laborda turned aside, even from 
the rational conduct of their campaign, to 
wage one of the most direful wars upon Chris- 
tianity which it has experienced in the 2,000 
years of its existence. Let me again quote 
the Archbishop of Toledo :—' Never has the 
history of any people afforded such an ac- 
cumulation of horrors as Spain has witnessed 
in the last few months. Thousands of priests 
and religious have been massacred, among 
them ten bishops, many of whom perished 
amid scenes of obscenity and with unheard 
of torments. The Ea! is the ‘ man of God’ ; 
to destroy God those men who call them- 
selves the ‘Godless’ and the ' anti-God ' must 
naturally eliminate from society His repre- 
sentatives.

Then he describes the sacrilegious sacking 
and burning of three churches which he wit- 
nessed in a country town of Catalonia. 
Finally, he ends up: ' Three days after the 
outbreak of the revolution there existed in 
Catalonia neither church, nor monastery, nor 
confessional school.”

(3) It was the same wherever the adherents 
of Sefiores Azafia and Caballero prevailed.

. .« » Cleavage in. Japan 


Japan's militaristic Government has met 
with unexpected opposition. The Diet met 
on Thursday to hear a speech by Dr. Baba, 
the Minister for Finance, who told the 
House that not only must it endure a 
‘‘ considerable increase” in the Budget 
level, but it must be prepared for a 
similar tendency during several years to 
come. For some time past Japan has 
been under the thumb of a military clique, 
which has dictated all policy from the 
standpoint of its own imperialistic 
ambitions. The world has assumed that 
this clique is all-powerful, and that 
Japan, for all practical purposes, is 
almost as much of a “ totalitarian’’ State 
as Italy, Germany or Russia. Apparently, 
the world has judged wrongly. The events 
of the past couple of days show that 
parliamentary government. in Japan, 
though less highly developed than parlia- 
mentary government in Great Britain, 
Irelgnd, or the United States, possesses, 
nevertheless, a will of its own, and is in- 


or from any other source. Mr. Hirota, 
the Premier, and the other Ministers 
delivered their speeches on Thursday to 
the House of Lords amid dead silence. 
When they addressed the Lower House 
they were received with interruptions, cat- 
calls and jeers of every kind. Parlia- 
ment’s hostility, in fact, was made so 
manifest that Mr. Hirota dared not carry 
on without superior authority ; and, after 
an extraordinary session of the Cabinet, 
he visited the Imperial Palace at Tokyo 
in order to acquaint the Emperor with the 
prevailing state of affairs. What happened 
at the interview is not related; but for 
the past thirty-six hours there have been 


continuous comings and goings in Tokyo.

We cannot wonder that Parliament, if 
it has a spark of parliamentary feeling 
left, has protested so violently. It has 
been asked to approve a Budget of some 
£170,000,000, which. is 240,000,000 higher 
than the average Japanese Budget, and is 


of the military services. The situation 
would not be so bad-if the cost of living 
in Japan were falling, but actually if has 
shown a substantial increase 
recent months, and is expected to rise still 
farther within the near future. What the 
Japanese militarists desire is to possess 
the strongest Army, Navy and Air Force 
in the whole world. They care nothing if 
the country’s standard of living must de- 
cline as a result of this ambition; they 
argue that it never has been high in any 
case, and that suffering is the inevitable 
price of imperialistic progress. It looks, 
indeed, as if public opinion in Japan has 
been cloven. There is, on the one hand, 


the militaristic caste, whose sole concern 


is empire at any cost. On the other hand, 
there is a people which, having been 
fleeced already in order to foster the 
caste’s militaristic aspirations, feels now 
that the process of expansion has gone far 
enough, and that a little comfort is its 
due. The line of demarcation between the 
two parties is sharp. A democratic 
Opposition stands face to face with a 
Government which, while nominally demo- 
cratic, has very definite leanings towards 
Fascism. The two heroes of modern 
Japan—or, at least, of the Japanese 
Government—are Signor Mussolini and 
Chancellor Hitler ; and there is very little 
doubt that Mr. Hirota’s Government, if it 
dared, would lose little time in the trans- 
formation of Japan into a Fascist State. 
Between it and Fascism stands the parlia- 
mentary Opposition. ‘‘ The Army,” says 
Mr. Hamada, leader of the Seiyukai, or 
Conservative Party, ‘‘ has taken upon 
itself the réle of being the driving and 
controlling force in politics. This must 
stop.” Can it be stopped by Mr. Hamada, 
or by all the Japanese democrats? On 
the answer to that question depends the 
peace of the Far East. 


If the Government overcome this crisis 
anything may happen in Japan. A 
victory undeniably will strengthen the 
hands of the military caste, and will 
encourage it to still further acts of aggres- 
sion against China. The militarists stand 
for all that Japan hoped to outgrow when, 
fifty years “ago, she declared herself a 
modern State. They care nothing for 
democracy; if they possess any concern 
for modern methods, it is for modern 
methods of warfare—and in that respect 
they have proved themselves apt pupils 
of the Occident. We doubt if the 
ordinary people of Japan care twopence 
about a Japanese Empire in China or in 
any other part of the Far East; they are 
content to live “as they have lived since 
the remote dawn of their civilisation. 
However, the dominant chiefs of the 
army are determined, like army chiefs 
everywhere, to create trouble. Already, 
at considerable expense, they have 
annexed Manchuria, and, to justify their 
action, are converting it rapidly into a 
Japanese State. They have seized several 
large provinces of China proper; and it 
is only a question of a year or two before 
they advance against Nanking and bring 
three hundred million Chinese subjects 
under their sway. Only two obstacles 
threaten them. Either Europe will take 
fright at the threat to her Far Eastern 
interests, and will bar Japanese progress, 
or the people of Japan will experience an 
outburst of democratic feeling, and will 
insist that there is no need of further 
conquest. Of European intervention there 
is little likelihood. The nations are con- 
cerned too deeply by their own squabbles 
to turn their eyes to the Pacific shores ; 
and, so long as Signor Mussolini and

Hitler Contta Mundum 


While German soldiers are fighting side 
by side with Irishmen in defence of the 
Church in Spain, a very different con- 
dition of affairs seems to exist in their 
native country. Ever since the advent of 
the National-Socialist Party to power 
Herr Hitler and his colleagues have 
been at. loggerheads with the religious. 
authorities of all denominations. Just as 
in Spain the direction of the campaign 
against the Church is reported to be in 
the hands of Moses Rosenberg, the 
Russian Ambassador at Valencia, his 
namesake, Alfred Rosenberg—who, by the 
way, is not a Jew—has not been content 
to wage a secret war against the Christian 
religion in Germany, but actually has 
been taking steps to create a religion of 
his own, based on old pagan mythology. 
Illiterate Spaniards have been burning 
churches and murdering priests in the 
most brutal manner, and, very properly, 
have incurred the anger and contempt of 
all civilised men; but the German Nazis, 
while they do not resort to open violence, 
are attacking the Churches in a far more 
insidious, and possibly, in the long run, 
a far more effective, manner. Ten days 
ago there was a conference at Fulda of 
twenty-six German Cardinals and bishops 
to consider the present position of the 
Roman Catholic Church in the Reich. 
-The main topic of discussion was the 
problem of education, and the conference 
decided to ask Herr Hitler to receive a 
deputation of five of its members in order 
to explore the chances of an under- 
standing. Apparently Herr Hitler was 
too busy to receive this deputation. At 
any tate, nothing happened, and five 
representatives of the Hierarchy, headed 
by Cardinals Faulhaber, Bertram and 
Schulte, went to Rome, where they had 
several audiences of the ailing Pope. Now 
they are back in Germany, and a pastoral 
letter has been issued as a result of the 
deliberations at Fulda. The main point 
at issue between the Church and the 
Government is the problem of schools. 
According to the pastoral letter, the right 
of the Roman Catholic Church to govern 
‘its own schools has been guaranteed by 
the concordat between Germany and the 
Holy See. This right has been refused 
to the Church by the Nazi Party, and it 
seems that a new Education Bill is 
imminent, the object of which will be to 
complete’ and  legalise the complete 
secularisation of all German schools 
The pastoral letter calls upon all German 
Catholics to fight for their schools, appeal- 
ing particularly to parents to insist on 
their rights under the concordat. It points 
out that in certain areas parents have been 
induced to vote in favour of secular 
schools, but throws serious doubt upon the 
genuineness of the ballots. The German 
bishops are fighting a desperate battle in 
defence of the Church’s position. Herr 
Hitler and his colleagues are determined 
that the Nazi movement shall have full 
control of every German citizen from his 
cradle to his grave. Following the example 
of Signor Mussolini, they are devoting 
particular attention to the schools, and 
it is here that they are encountering the 
strongest opposition from the Churches. 
In some respects the Protestant Churches 
in Germany are just as bitterly opposed 
to the Government’s policy as the Roman 
Catholics. At one time it was hoped that 
all the Christian communities might make 
common cause against the Nazis’ neo- 
paganism, in which event an exceedingly 
formidable opposition might be formed. 
Eventually, we believe, the Churches will 
win their battle, for they can afford to 
wait; but in the meanwhile they are faced 
with a heavy task. 


Contrasts in Recruiting 


Yhe difficulty of recruiting for the 
British Army has begun to occupy the 
minds of the cross-Channel authorities, 
who, not tinnaturally, are studying the 
problem as it affects other nations, Major- 
General A. C. Temperley, the Military 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, 
draws an interesting comparison between 
the British and the American systems of 
recruitment. Both countries maintain 
voluntary establishments. The strength 
of the United States Army in 1935 was 
14,000 officers and 126,000 men; but last 
year Congress authorised its increase to 
165,000, and a recruiting “ drive ” is now 
in progress. Slightly higher standards are 
needed for the American Army than for 
the British ; the height limit, for example, 
is 5ft, 6ins., as compared with the British 
limit of 5ft. 4ins. Pay, too, is better, 
being £4 5s., against, roughly, £5 a 
month; but this difference probably is 
counterbalanced by the higher cost of 
living in the United States. The chief 
difference lies in the length of service. In 
Great Britain a recruit is required to sign 
on for seven years; in the United States 
his term is merely three years, and it 
actually is possible to enlist as a private 
for so short a period as a single year. This 
short-service system has its disadvantages, 
as well as its advantages. There is no 
doubt that recruits always can be found 
to enlist for three years, whereas the 
prospect of seven years’ service offers fewer 
allurements. On the other hand, we 
cannot believe that an army, built upon a 
basis. of extremely short service, can be 
as efficient as an army formed upon the 
British model. Three years is little 
enough time in which to learn the art of 
soldiering, and there cannot be that 
"hard core ” of seasoned soldiers which 
gives a modern army so much of its 
strength. The same,trouble, in our view, 
attaches to the United States Navy, which 
likewise is built upon a basis of short- 
term service. On balance, we doubt which 
system is the better—that which provides 
more recruits, or that which provides 
better recruits. Perhaps, Great Britain 
will be forced to reduce her demand on 
the soldier for a seven-year career, in the 
hope that thereby the prevailing reluct- 
ance to soldiering will be overcome.

. Retribution 


Last September we commented with 
alarm upon the unforgivable activities of 
a gentleman in Trieste. The gentleman 
went on eating penknives, combs, iron 
nails and teaspoons, in the face of the most 
impassioned opposition from those who 


knew him, until eventually he did. himself | 


a well-merited mjury, At the time we 


deprecated this teaspoon eating, and now 
after the passage of nearly six months we 
find our attitude unchanged. These diges- 
tion tests end merely in tears. The man 
who begins to eat teaspoons never is 
launching out into the unknown ; for one 
may be certain that he has ‘practised the 
feat with considerable assiduity in private. 
He knows to a pepper pot how much he 
can hold. Probably the whole thing 
cropped up by accident: the ice could have 
been broken in half a hundred ways, 
Perhaps, as a small child the gentleman 
found a rattle outside him at one moment, 
and at the next clean gone. He could 
have made the obvious deduction even at 
that age, and extended the scope of the 
experiment to include stones, hardware, 
his nurse, and cutlery in the available 
shapes and sizes. Trial and error would 
have shown that some articles were far 
beyond his powers to consume, and that 
others readily might be received by his 
marsupial-like inside. With a little 
practice he would have béen in a position 
to eat anything in reason ; and is that any 
credit to him? So far as we can ascertain 
the gentleman swaggered about Trieste 
swallowing everybody's teaspoons, and 
betting on the result when he was morally 
certain that he could not lose. For a 
while he was triumphant, but, as we said 
before, these digestion tests end only in 
tears. The gentleman suffered an opera- 
tion—and then, obsessed, he began all 
over again. Three teaspoons went down, 
and like a flash from a gun he was back 
on the operating table. The result of the 
operation still is doubtful ;. but thesurgeon 
says that the teaspoon habit sooner or 
later must lead to inevitable, although un- 
intentional, suicide. We can _ scarcely 
believe our ears,

By this deal 
it ig said that Poland is to give full sup- 
rt to Herr Hitler in the question of 
anzig regardless of anything that the 
League of Nations may decide. Another 
story is that he has decided to build a big 
line of frontier defences in the Rhineland, 
and that the inhabitants of fifteen villages 
in the Bavarian Palatinate have been 
ordered to leave their homes for North 
Germany, where land will be given them 
in compensation. These stories May or 
may not be true, but in diplomatic circles 
here to-night there was an inclination to 
believe that there was something in them. 


Rival Camps in Berlin 


In the diplomatic world great hopes are 
expressed regarding the speech Herr 
Hitler is to make in Berlin on January 
30th, and again it is suggested that 
his oration will take the form of a 
declaration calling for peace in Europe. 
This kind of speech, however, will not be a 
new departure, as Herr Hitler has been 
making peace xpeeches for a long time 
past, but at the same time his speech may 
hang upon a situation in Berlin which is 
more than a little interesting. It seems 
that there is a contest for supremacy 
between the group headed by Herr von 
Ribbentrop and that led by General 
Goering. Herr von Ribbentrop and his 
party are seeking to persuade Herr Hitler 
that he should endeavour to reach a real 
friendly understanding with Great Britain, 
while it is the opinion of General Goering 
that the Fuhrer’s best course will be to 
give Germany a period of semi-isolation 
while resting on her own armaments. It 
all depends which side comes out on top 
during the next few days as to what Herr 
Hitler will have to say at the end of the 
month. 


The Special Areas 


The attitude taken up by several mem- 
bers in the House of Commons representing 
places in the distressed areas has given 
rise to some little amusement, as, in 
rivalry to secure anything possible for 
their own districts, they are prepared to 
go to any length, The provision of a big 
site at Maidenhead for the erection of an 


inquiry as to why the place was taken 
without reference to the conditions of the 
special areas, while on Wednesday Sir 
Thomas Inskip will be asked by a Labour 
member to state the considerations which 
entered into his decision to establish a 
munition factory at Corley, in Lancashire.

That is why the shadow 
aircraft industry is domiciled near the 
motor car factories. | 


Food Supplies 


The establishment of a Food Council 
as part of the national defence programme 
is suggested by the Conservative Parlia- 
mentary Agricultural Committee in order 
that the output of home grown foodstuffs 
may be increased during peace time instead 
of waiting until the outbreak of war before 
taking measures to that end. It is main- 
tained that no plan for the expansion of 
agricultural output could be successful if 
its operation were delayed until the 
necessity for more food has arisen. The 
opinion is that the proposed Council 
should work in co-operation with the 
Ministry of Agriculture, and that all 
possible steps should be taken to ensure 
a gradual increase in the food growing 
capacity of the country without delay. 
Such a step is all the more necessary, 
inasmuch as there has been a tremendous 
falling off in the number of allotments 
holders who, during the last war, rendered 
magnificent service to the country by pro- 
ducing great supplies of fruit and 
vegetables when these were most needed. 


War Insurance 

It is understood that the Cabinet are 
now considering the possibility of setting 
up a compulsory national scheme of in- 
Surance against air raid damage in the 
event of war. It appears that the 
Government. has been approached on 
behalf of property owners following upon 
the decision of Lloyds underwriters to 
adopt the same attitude as the, tariff in- 
surance companies, which refused to 
insure against war risks in general or 
loss or darnage by hostile aircraft in ~ar- 
ticular. The National Federation of 
Property Owners, which represents two 
hundred affiliated associations and = 
thousand millions of capital, have asked 
the President of the Board of Trade to 
receive a deputation on the question. 


Trafic Roundabouts 

Traffic roundabonts are the subject of 
the first exhibition by architects of a 
series of designs for these traffic reliefs, 
held at the headquarters of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects. The show 
1* principally composed of drawings by 
architect students attending recognised 
schools, who have entered for a competi- 
tion organised by the .Institute. Rally 
fifty per cent. of these drawings make a 
feature of the clover leaf principle, 
whereby traffic going in opposite direc- 


direction it takes on reaching a junction. 
The winning design shows a roundabout 


stop outside shops at the centres, while 
peslestrians are provided with covered 
ways and subways for crossing under the 
roundabont. Another competitor submits 
a design following the same principle, but 
has added an _ overhead Gaill for 
pedestrians at the level of the first floor 
of the shops. The walks are not con- 
tinued right across the road, a gap being 
left through which daylight ean penetrate 
to the roadway underneath.

FLOATING PETROL 


At Aurora, Indiana, huge petrol storage 
tanks were. wrecked by the floods, and 
thousands of gallons of inflammable petrol 
floated through the city. 
A desperate telephone call reached the 
outside world from a Red Cross worker 
there. It ran: ‘‘ Two-thirds of the town 
is submerged ; there is danger of floating 
fire from the petrol; food is running 
short and we are having to ration drink- 
ing water.”’

Cincinnati with five persons seated on it, 
shrieking for help. 
At Pittsburgh, the Sheffield of America, 
the flood-waters lapped the Golden 
Triangle of the famous business district.

RESCUE WORK 


The Federal] Government has rushed 
fifty Coastguard cutters and a seaplane 
from the Great Lakes to assist in rescue 
work. The Reservists and National 
Guardsmen have been mobilised in the 
worst of the stricken areas, and 8,000 
relief workers have been ordered to take 
part in salvage work. 

Other flood ‘“‘ incidents” include the 
deliberate flooding of the business section 
of Portsmouth, Ohio, to prevent disaster 
to the rest of the city, by the cutting of 
the sluices of the floodwall.

The Times, in a leading article to-dáy, 
savs:—The relationship between the 
Anglican and Eastern Orthodox Churches 
in Rumania, and the ecclesiastical 
problems arising from the divorce law in 
our own country, were the principal topics 
discussed this week by the Convocation of 
Canterbury. The latter of these subjects 
was considered by the Northern Con- 
vocation also, and on both matters 
decisions of real importance were reached. 
From the discussions on marriage and 
divorce, which will have to be resumed 
at future sessions, The Times proceeds, 
some clear-cut decisions have resulted, 
which do much to clarify the Church's 
attitude. Thus it should now be evident, 
on the one hand, that the Church’s dis- 
ciplinary rules are applicable only to its 
own members, while, on the other hand, 
people cannot reasonably claim both to 
defy the Church’s principles and to receive 
the Church’s blessing. Those who seem 
to. regard divorce as a casual and almost 
unimportant detail of normal life must 
look elsewhere than to the Church if they 
desire support for that view. Those again 
who, witha former partner yet living, desire, 
however legitimately, to contract another 
marriage, have no reasonable cause for com- 
plaint because the Church will not effect 
that union with a Service of which the 
wording makes it grossly inappropriate to 
such cases, This is not to say that the 
Church is invariably opposed to divorce. 
On the contrary, if a man has been duped 
into marriage with a wanton; if an 
innocent girl has allowed herself to be 
linked through ignorance with a dissolute 
scoundrel, to affirm that man must not 
put asunder such couples, because God 
has joined them together, is to employ the 
language of blasphemy, rather than of 


religion. 
_ A further point, about which there has 
been much popular misunderstanding, 


should have been finally elucidated by this 


thurchmen hold that those who re-marry 
after divorce must be permanently ex- 
cluded’ from Holy Communion, and it has 
often been assumed that the English

“A NEW POLITICAL

P ARLIAMENT rule or army rule? 
That is the issue facing Japan. 
The Cabinet is meeting to-morrow to 
decide finally whether the Diet must 
be dissolved, in view of its ‘‘ obsti- 
nate and hostile temper.”’ 
It is credited with the determina- 
tion to follow this course if the: 
political parties persist in the atti- 
tude which yesterday led to a two- 
day suspension of Parliament. : 
In some quarters, however, it 1s 
suggested that the threatened dissolution 
is an attempt to out-bluff the political 
arties, but the parties are reported not to 
be receding from the attitude they have 
adopted. They believe that the necessity 
of inducing the Lower House to pass the 
Government’s huge ““ Re-armament 
Budget ’’ will force the Minister of War, 
General Terauchi, to come to terms over 
the future contro] of affairs. 
If the Diet is dissolved, the Budget is 
automatically thvown out, and the Govern- 
ment must carry on with last year’s 
Budget. 
On the other hand, the attitude of the 
Army is stiffening. ‘‘ We have set our 
house in order since the Tokyo mutiny,”’ 
they say in effect, ‘‘ but it is impossible 
to co-operate with politicians who criticise 
the Army for fun. ' 


A CABINET SPLIT 


On the other hand, there may be a split 
between the Seiyukai (Conservatives) and 
the Minseito (Liberals). The latter, it is 
reported, are not keen on being in the 
same boat with the Seiyukai. The four 
Cabinet Ministers who represent these 
parties are appealing to their respective 
parties, while it is understood that 
General Terauchi is endeavouring to pacify 
the Army. 

The Army is demanding administrative 
reforms embodying.a State Council under 
Army control, somewhat on Fascist lines, 
which, the Diet say, would reduce parlia- 
mentary government to a cypher. 

Prince Konoye, President of the House 
of Peers, says there is no alternative but 
for the Government to dissolve the Diet, 
since the Cabinet's resignation is un- 
thinkable, 

It appears that the climax of ‘the clash 
in the Diet, now suspended, came after a 
fierce duel of words between General 
Count Terauchi, the War Minister, and 
Mr. Kunimatsu Hamada, the 70 years old 
leader of the Seiyukai. 


“ THIS MUST STOP ” 


“A new political evil has come to 
Japan,’ exclaimed Mr, Hamada. ‘ The 
army has taken upon itself the réle of 
being the driving and controlling force 
in politics: This must stop.’’

The search party scoured the area, 
which has become known as ‘“ Death 
Valley ” by the number of air accidents 
which occurred there. Muddy fields, the 
darkness, and thorn bushes impeded them, 
and they were on the point of giving up 
until daylight when one of their number 
stumbled on the wreckage of the machine. 
The pilot was crushed by an engine, 
and the wireless operator had been flung 
clear, only to be killed by impact with 
a tree. 

The *plane’s cargo of newspapers was 
scattered, together with portions of the 
wings and fuselage. 

The bodies were removed and Air 
Ministry officials summoned to the scene 
of the accident. 

The scene of the crash is within a mile 
or two of the spot where the Belgian air 
liner disaster occurred with the loss of 
eleven lives in December, 1935.

The Aberdeen trawler Strathebrie, 
which had been missing since she sent 
out an AS.O.S. message on Thursday, 
limped into Buckie Harbour last night 
after a terrible struggle with the gale.

News of her safety was first flashed to 
Aberdeen by another trawler, which hailed 
her in the Moray Firth. 

The Strathebrie, which belongs to the 
Aberdeen Steam Trawling and Fshing 
Company, left port. on Wednesday, and 
reported on Thursday that she was in 
difficulties. 

A widespread search was at once made 
by the lifeboat and by other trawlers, 
but their task, already made arduous by 
the heavy seas, was rendered more difficult 
by the fact that bad reception prevented 
the exact position: of the trawler from

LL Ireland’ is - experiencing 
winter’s worst weather, and 
there is little prospect of improved 
conditions in the immediate future. 
Heavy rains, hail, and thunder and 
lightning are reported from many 
places, and there has been a great 
deal of flooding caused by rivers over- 
flowing their banks. 

Following a cloudburst which occurred 
in Lifford in the early hours of yesterday 
morning, damage running into hundreds 
of pounds resulted. 

The drains were unable to cope with 
the immensé volume of water, and it 
rushed into the premises of Messrs. John 
Devine and Co., Messrs. Russell and Co., 
and the private residence of Mr. Francis 
Dunne. | 

When employés of Messrs. Devine and 
Co. arrived at the premises in the morn- 
ing they were scarcely able to open the 
front door owing to the accumulation of 
mud which had been carried into the shop 
with the inrush. Water had reached a 
height of over a foot in the premises, ruin- 
ing large quantities of goods. In the yard 
behind the surface was torn up and in the 
stores, in which large quantities of goods 
were stored, the water had reached a con- 
siderable depth, and caused damage to 
flour, sugar, and meal. 

The bakery premises of Messrs. John 
W. Russell and Sons also came in for 
their share of damagé. They adjoin the 
premises of Messrs. Devine, and, although 
workmen who were engaged in the early 
hours of the morning did their best, they 
were unable to stem the rush. More than 
a ton of flour was rendered useless, and 
the premises were completely flooded. 
Fortunately, the workmen weie able to 
rescue large quantities of material, which 
they stored in high places until the waters 
subsided. 

The occupants of Mr. Dunne’s house 
were unaware of the damage until they 
came downstairs in the morning, when 
they found water almost two feet deep on 
the ground floor. Articles of furniture 
floated around, and the water caused con- 
siderable damage. i 

More than twenty-five tons of sand were 
washed down from Croghan lane on to the 
main road, and the surface 'of the road 
was badly damaged.

From that country we im- 
ported goods to the value of £20,708,087 
in the year ended December 3lst lasts 
Comparative figures for imports in this 
table are only available for the nine 
months period April-December, but these 
show that purchases increased from 
£14,793,789 in 1935 to £15.641,977 in the 
year under review. The Free ‘State in- 
creased its exports to Britain from 
£16,030,319 for 1935 to £17,918,950 last 
year, 
' Imports from Northern Ireland de- 
clined, and in the nine months April- 
December last the Free State imported 
goods to the value of £410,747, against 
£416,059 in the same period in 1935. The 
total imports from the Six Counties for 
last year were valued at £549,325.

Mr. F. J. Robey, íor the Director of 
Public Prosecutions, said that it was alleged 
that Mrs. Teesdale, who was married in 
1927, shot her husband with a revolver at 
their bungalow home on December 28. The 
marriage was not very successful, and Tees- 
dale was a bad husband. There would be 
evidence that he ill-treated his wife. 

Amy Kirby, a maid employed at the bun- 
galow, said that on December 28 she over- 
heard angry words in the diningroom. Mr. 
Teesdale said ‘Stop fooling, and Mrs. 
Teesdale replied, ‘‘1 am not fooling.”” Ten 
minutes later she heard a shot, and 
Teesdale told her to fetch a doctor. Mr. 
Teesdale’ was lying on the floor. 

Early in December she heard another sh». 
and going into the dining::om saw Ms 
Teesdale sitting with a gun in her har! 
opposite Mr. Teesdale, Next day Mrs. Tees- 
dale showed her where the bullet had gone. 

Evidence .was given by the Rev. land 


Mrs. Teesdale told him that her husband 
boasted about the number of girls he had 
kissed and been out with.

An. expert who had examined the bullet 
taken from Mr, ‘Teesdale’s body told the 
Court that it had been fired from some dis- 
tance, and not at close range, 

Detective Sergeant Brewster said that 
when he arrived at the bungalow he took 
charge of a six-chambered revolver containing 
a speft cartridge in line with the barrel. Mrs. 
Teesdale kent repeating: “I did not mean 
to do it. He knows I would not hurt him.” 
Later she made a statement that she only 
meant “to scare her husband. 

Mr. T. J. Lewis, defending, said that 
Teesdale himself had stated that it was a 
blank cartridge, and told some persons to 
look after his wife. That did not indicate 


quarrelling or bitterness. 

He submitted that there was no evidence 
on which to send Mrs. Teesdale for trial, 
either on a charge of murder or of man- 
slaughter.

to 1854, took place over the anvil at the. 
blacksmith’s shop, or that a blacksmith 
presided, About 1890 the present riers I

Shop, were ‘bought by a farmer, named 
Mackie, who died recently, from a black- 
smith who did the Gretna Green business. 


MARRIAGE TRAFFIC 


“It was Mackie, who started the 
traffic in marriages, .in order to take 
mtr iú of the spurioug air of romance 
which had been associated with Gretna 
marriages,’" state the Committee. “He 
mela ee a number of relics, and, at 
east, twelve of these were spurious, as they 
were all purchased after 1900. Mackie 
exploited the premises for the purpose of 
conducting a martiage business, and repre- 
sented that his premises were the * Old: 
Blacksmith’s Shop’ at which romantic ryn- 
away marriages should be contracted. 

“ There never was"a blacksmith’s shop at 

which such marriages were conducted. ‘They 
took place in various houses in Gretna, and 
we understand that a public-house, which had 
an anvil on its signboard, was a favourite 
locus for these marriages.”’ 
. The report states that Mackie fitted up his 
room with an anvil, and offered 10s. to the 
first couple who got married there. The 
money was earned and given to a couple of 
tramps. An Englishman, formerly a saddler, 
posed ‘as “‘ the blacksmith,’’ and called him- 
self the “ priest’? in the Gretna certificates. 
The ceremonies were “ most perfunctory,”’ 
and pl such marriages were not 
registered. 


OPEN DOORS TO EVILS 


Mackie agreed that he had received 
£1,500 a year from the proceeds, ‘The | 
Committe gave instances of the ‘‘ evils and 
misery which followed the Gretna marriages,” 
and say '' the vast majority of the people in 
Scotland regard marriage as an honourable 
state, which ought to command universal 
respect.” ' | 

Marriage was the most important contract 
known to law. '' The law cannot prevent 
immorality or irregular or illegal unions. But 
there is a wide gulf between irregular unions 
and lawful marriage,” it is iietad 

They recommend the abolition of irregular 
marriages, the introduction of a new and 
simple form of civil marriage, and the con- 
ferring of powers on a number of churches, 
In addition to the Church of Scotland, to 
proclaim a marriage and to issue banns. 

‘“The law which permits a marriage to 
be contracted by a man and woman without 
any intimation or ceremony or procedure is 
indefensible, It opens a wide door to seduc- 
tion, deceit, and fraud and many other 
evils,’ the report adds. 

_ The Committee considered that the traffick- 
ing in marriages, such as was carried on in 
Gretna, ought to be prohibited. 

The report giveS as a tragic example the 
story of a young Cartisle girl who went in- 
sane when her “‘ husband” deserted her and 
she learned that the marriage was invalid 
per of the absence of residential qualifica- 

ions.

To-day we are assembled for the purpose 
of considering the accounts of the Bank for 
the past year, and I trust you will approve 
of these accounts. and of the :ecommendation 
of your Board for the distribution of the 
profits. The results bear favourable com- 
parison with those of the previous year,-an 
may, I think, be regarded as satisfactory. 
As you will have observed fram the accounts, 
which have been in your hands for some 
time, the balance sheet figures reveal few 
material changes when compared with those 
submitted twelve months ago; such changes 
as have occurred are of no special import. 


LIABILITIES 


Taking the. liabilities side of the balance. 
sheet first, the variation of some £16,000 in 
notes and post bills is accounted for by 
steady replacement of our old outstanding 
issues by consolidated bank rotes, and in- 
creased circalation of our issne in Northern 
Ireland. Deposit, current and other 
accounts shown at £32,835,254 appear greater 
by £590,441 than the corresponding figure in 
our previous statement, but this increase 1s 
more than accounted for by the presence of 
transient balances in the other accounts In- 
cluded in this item which happened to ac- 
cumulate towards the end of the per and 
were liquidated at the beginning of the pre- 
sent month in the ordinary course of busi- 
ness. Acceptances and endorsements, for 
which there 1s a contra entry on the assets 
side, are less by £121,500, as opportunities 
for this class of business did vot secur dur- 
ing the period. , 


ASSETS 


Turning to the assets side, cash in hands 
and at call at £5,411,489 which are lower 
by £12,561, represent 15.8 per cent. of the 
bank’s direct lability to the public, inelud- 
ing notes, and, together with Government 
bills and investments, amount to 73.9 per 
cent, of the direct lability, testifyng to the 
liquidity and stability of the Bank. — Irish 
Free State Goverhment Bills at -£1,000,000, 
did uot appear last year. The item, Go- 
vernment Sacaritinn wihch only includes 
Irish Free State, British and India Stocks, 
is down by some £1,385,565, whilst other 
securities, which include. Dominion, 
Colonial and Foreign Government Stocks as 
well as municipal and other securities, have 
increased by some £890,441. Advances to 
customers at £14,233,783, show a small in- 
crease of £188.830, and represent 435.5 per 
cent. of, the liability under deposits, current 
and other accounts. The next two items 
remain the same, and the bank premises, at 
£635,527, are down by the sum of £6,670. . 

The figure for the net profit, £378,926, in 
the profit and loss account, is lower by 
£7,668, due in a large measure to diminished 
earnings upon our short money. The board 
considered it wise to continue the policy of 
strengthening the Bank's internal position by 
adding £75,000 to reserves for contingencies, 
as against £100,000 allocated in the previous 
year, to recommend the same final dividend of, 
74 per cent., less. income tax, and carry for-. 
ward £100,970 to the next account, which is 
£14,196 more than the sum brought in. 


CONTRACTION IN DEPOSITS 


As you will have gathered, the Bank 's busi- 
ness a8 a whole has been well maintained, 
but, as | think might be expected under pre- 
}¥ailing conditions, this has been due to a. 
general expansion in the business in city 
offices. It is disappointing to have to state 
that this extension is largely offset by a con- 
tinuance of the gradual contraction in deposits 
which has been noticeable for some years “In 
our country offices generally, I fear that this 
decline cam be arrested only by a revival of 
prosperity in the farming ah and it is 
to be hoped that opportunities of improving 
the prospects of this vital section of the com- 
munity may shortly present themselves. 

Our subsidiary, the Nationa] City Bank, 
continued to make gratifying progress, and | 
think | may say it has reached full maturity, 
Up to last year it was considered prudent to 
concentrate on building up the reserves and 
to keep the distribution of its profits at the 
low figure of 2 per cent. per annum, but its 
position is now considered so satisfactory that 
a dividend of 5 per cent. has just been 
declared for the pAst year. There is no reason 
to doubt that it will henceforward prove to 
be a profitable subsidiary of this Bank. 

Qur trustee department continues to make 
headway, and during the year has added sub- 
stantially to its business and earnings. A 
branch office of this department was opened 
during the year in Belfast, and has had a 
= initial period of activity. Our 
Income Tax Recovery Office and Foreign Ex- 
change Department are being increasingly 
utilised by customers, and the special facili- 
ties provided at Cobh and Galway were freely 
availed of by larger numbers of passengers 
to and from the United States than in the 
previous year.

FARMING CONDITIONS

STOCK EXCHANGE 


The Stock Exchange has shown much 
activity during the year, and local issues are 
finding greater favour. There has been a 
healthy appreciation all round, in no way 
more marked than in Irish Government 
stocks. The Dublin Corporation made a suc- 
cessful issue of their 4 per cent. 1960-1985 
Stock, and this was followed by a Dublin 
Port and Docks Board issue, which was well 
received. and by numerous commercial flota- 
tions, which were generally well supported by 
the public. A welcome reanimation has 
appeared in the capital market,‘and no in- 
dustry which has the public confidence should 
in future have difficulty in obtaining the 
capital it deserves. 


NORTHERN IRELAND 


In Northern Ireland conditions have been 
on the up-grade throughout the year, and 
this improvement was more marked in the 
latter months. The linen trade reaped the 
henefit of increased purchasing power im 
America, Australia and South Africa, and the 
market in Scuth America, so long dormant 
owing to currency difficulties, opened up 
again. Prospects in the home market are, | 
for the new 
year. Much valuable work is being done by 
the Irish Linen Research Association, includ- 
ing the raising of rtrains of sen oe flax 
which combine good yield with high-quality 
fibre. The biz problem for the immediate 
future is to ensure an adequate supply of the 
right quality of flax, and the present, diffi- 
culty is bound to be aggravated for a time 
by rising prices in a restricted foreign market. 
The only satisfactory solution appears to he 
in encouraging the farmers at home to grow 
the bulk of the crop. At present the home 
supply is only about 15 per cent. of the total 
quantity of flax required. With the enhanced 
| value, there would appear to be an opening 
for the Free State farmers to enter this 
market again. 

SHIPBUILDING 

Shipbuilding muntained a very fair 
measure of activity. ‘Che output at 106,427 
tons, though below that of the previous year, 
was the second largest of any shipyard in tne 
world, in spite of the difficulty of obtain- 
ing foreign orders owing to lower labour 
costs and heavy subsidies abroad. At the 
moment there is a good programme of work 
in. hands or in prospect for the home 
market. Jn the agricultural field the various 
marketing schemes have been working satis- 
factorily, and it is reported that they are 
enefiting the rural community materially. 

ig. stocks. have increased and good profits 
i are being made. The “ Marketing of Eggs.’ 
i Act, by guaranteeing the quality of eggs, 
has created a further demand, and, the turn- 
over of the creameries has been inéreased by 
the Butter and Cream Marketing scheme, 
which came into force last May. The build- 
ing trade was not as active as in the previous 
year.

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CONSTITUTIONAL 
PROBLEM IN US. 


OUTLOOK FOR THE 
FUTURE 


Ab

N his weekly broadcast on foreign affairs 
from Radio Athlone last night Mr. Donal 
O’Sullivan dealt with the constitutional 

problem of the United States and the outlook 

for the future. 

The United States President’s power is 

derived directly from the people, not through 

Congress. Congress also derives its power 

from the people, but not at the same time or 

in the same way. There is thus no necessary 
correspondence between the Executive and 
the Legislature. 

As between the Executive and the Legis- 

lature, on the one hand, and the citizens and 

individual States on the other, the Judiciary 
is the arbiter to see that the Constitution 
is upheld. Certain specific powers have been 
accorded to the Federal Government, but the 
residue of power is vested in the individual 
States. 


THE COURT'S POWER 


When, as at the present, time, the President 
and the majority of both Houses of Congress 
all belong to the same political party, the 
power of the Supreme Court to declare laws 
unconstitutional acquires a unique importance. 
The great constitutional controversies which 
arise from time to time, continued Mr. 
O’Sullivan, are due to changing social and 
economic conditions: the words of the Con- 
stitution often do not mean the same things 
as they originally did. In this connection 
he mentioned the inter-State commerce clause, 
which, in certain vitally important respects, 
the Supreme Court interpreted in a manner 
adverse to Mr. Roosevelt’s Administration. 
The adverse decisions in the Guffey Coal 
Act and the N.R.A. made it clear that the 
Supreme Court was unwilling to allow the 
Federal Government power to regulate 
labour conditions. Under a subsequent judg- 
ment it appeared that the power to initiate 
labour legislation is to be denied even to 
individual States. The decision showed that 
neither the individual States nor the Federal 
Government could make any headway in 
social legislation without the grave danger 
of having it declared unconstitutional, 


THE LAST ELECTION 


Before the election of last November the 
Supreme Court was inclined, or the whole, 
to take a conservative rather than a liberal 
view of the legislative demands of Congress. 
The victory of the Democrats at the last 
election was so overwhelming that a gp 
ramme of social reform is now accepted as 
inevitable. The President, in his inaugural 
address on last Wednesday, made it clear 
that the great transformation of the in- 
dividualism of America which he had 
attempted, and partly achieved, by the New 
Deal, is to be completed by the statutory 
establishment of the principle that the nation 
is responsible for the well-being of its 
citizens in every phase of their lives. 

The consummation, of this may be achieved 
without any amendment to the Constitution. 
The Supreme Court has usually shown, 
though sometimes reluctantly, that it is 
ready to interpret the Constituion in the 
light of current social conditior’s. Like every 
other human institution, it moves with the 
times; it has nearly always been ready to 
accede to an undoubted national demand, 
such as this is; and it seems to be the 
President’s belief that such will prove to be 
the case. He has been silent on the question 
of constitutional amendment, and has issued 
a friendly appeal to the Judiciary to exercise 
a more liberal interpretation of the laws.

GOOD PRACTICE 


Wyatt badly needed practice, and he set 
out to get as much as he possibly could, for 
this is the last match before the Test. He 
was in a dour stonewalling mood, and took 
56 minutes to reach double figures. This slow 
scoring was too much for one spectator, who 
advised the bowlers to bow! him lobs. Wyatt's 
ingings was a contrast to his scintillating 
effort at Hobert, but the centainty with 
which he pulled Cotton, the fast bowler, 
showed that he had got his eye in. He put 
plenty of power into his strokes later in the 
day and showed no sign of his arm injury. 
yatt, who has so far defied the South 
Australian attack, which includes: Grimmett 
and Ward, for two hours sixteen minutes, 
went in third wicket down. The reason was 
to avoid the possibility of injury from the 
early fast bowling. . 

That this was a wise decision was seen in 
the first over of the day, when Fishlock, the 
Surrey left-hander, who helped Barnett to put 
on 96 for the first wicket, was struck by the 
fast bowler, Cotton. The result was a 
swollen harid, but Fishlock went on batting 
pluckily and patiently to score 40 in a stay 
of two hours six minutes. He had a tendency 
to mistime the ball on the leg side early in 
his innings, but he overcame this, and later 
made some: pretty cuts and drives.
